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Response to Arguments 

1. An appeal under 37 CFR 1,191 was filed in this application on June 30, 2005. 
Appellant's brief is due on August 30, 2005 in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .192(a). 

2. The request for reconsideration has been entered and considered but does not 
overcome the rejection because the specification and the exhibit provided do not enable 
a terrestrial GPS. Applicant argues, "a terrestrial GPS system uses cellular base 
stations and other wireless transmitters, rather than satellites, to determine location." 
The Qualcomm system is an assisted GPS. This means it still uses GPS satellites, 
contrary to the statement made in Applicant's arguments. It does use reference 
terrestrial GPS receivers that forward assistance messages to the assisted GPS 
receivers, but terrestrial receivers are not a "terrestrial GPS system". The term 
terrestrial GPS system is not one known to one of ordinary skill in the art. One of 
ordinary skill in the art would recognize the terms terrestrial GPS sensor or terrestrial 
GPS receiver but not an entire system. 

3. The remaining arguments that Lang would need a second device to 
communicate to the internet is also not convincing since Applicant's exhibit showing an 
example of the modem envisioned in the specification also requires a GPS receiver and 
a modem.
